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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

• In a telephonic interview on 2/26/08 Mr. Skutnik indicated that inadvertently non- 
elected claims 45-49 had not been included in the amendment that was 
submitted on 2/1 1/08. since these nonelected claims depend on the independent 
claim 26, once claim 26 allowed then they would also be allowed. Mr. Skutnik 
faxed the amended claims directly to the examiner and stated to the examiner 
that he would simultaneously transmit a copy of these amended claims (26-38 
and 40-49) electronically to the Patent Office. 

Reason for Allowance 

Claims 26-38 and 40-49 are allowed for the following reasons: 

The instant application is deemed to be directed to a nonobvious improvement over the 

invention patented in Pat. No. Bays et al. (US 2005/0165462). 

Claim 26 is allowed because the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails 

to disclose or render obvious wherein the diffusion regions are produced using silicone 

as a curable, liquid diffusion medium in combination with the rest of the limitations of the 

base claim. Claims 27-38 and 40-49 are allowed by virtue of dependency.
